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FIGHT OF HISLIFE 


Police Inspector’s Trial on 
Charges Made by Chief 
Opens Today Before 
Merit Board. 


RESULT FAR REACHING. 


Collins Drops Reticence and Is- 
sues aStatementSaying He 
Has Been Misrep- 
resented. 


Police Inspector Patrick J. Lavin, now 
under suspension and in the chief's disfavor, 
will begin the fight of his life this morning 
before the special session of the city civil 
service trial board. He declares he is ready 
to wrestle one by one with the charges and 
affidavits brought against him by Chief Col- 
Uns that he had criminal knowledge of the 
Hagemann jewelry robbery in 1901 and that 
he withheld diamonds from the spoils of 
the Weber robbery in 1908. 

Upon the outcome of the trial, which prom- 
ises to be the most sensational and bitter in 
Chicago police history, the entire reorganiza- 
tion of the department rests. The police 
force is divided now between the adherents 
of Lavin and the chief, and it the chief fails 
he will have lost his hold. 

There will be no delays in the trial. It is 
expected that one of the first witnesses will 
be former Policeman Patrick P. Mahoney, 
who went to prison for the Hagemann rob- 
bery without a word against Lavin, and 
whose affidavit accusing his old superior 
officer now forms the bulwark of the prose- 
cution., 

Chief Drops His Reticence. 

On the eve of the trial Chief Collins broke 
away from his policy of reticence, and dilated 
on some of the difficulties he had experienced 
in connection with the preparation of his 
evidence. However, he said that he ex- 
pected to win the fight against Lavin. 

The chief issued an address to the public 
complaining that he had been misused, and 
denying that he had employed any inhuman 
and improper methods in obtaining the evi- 
dénce against Lavin. He reiterated his state- 
ment that Lavin was guilty and myst be dis- 
charged. Ex-deteetive and present Pa- 
trolman “Tom” Sheahan, known for years 
as Lavm's right hand man, was sought by 
the chief's agents in the hope of learning 
new facts, but Sheahan has a case of nervous

Chief Busy with Evidence. 

The chief and his attorney, Frank Comer- 
ford, spent most of the day putting the fin- 
ishing touches on the evidence for the Lavin 
trial. Assistant Chief Schuettie®s and Cor- 
poration Counsel Lewis were called into con- 
ference late in the afternoon. 

One of the last things the chief did was to 
send Mr. Comerford to South Chicago to 
get an interview with Patrolman Sheahan. 
It will be recalied thet Sheahan was trans- 
ferred from a star detective’s job at the Bast 
Chicago avenue station to tramping beat in 
the suburbs last week. He worked on the 
Hageman case, bringing Dan Curran back 
from Oklahoma, and also catching George 
Wilkinson. He has been ill with nervous 
prostration, and Comerford wee refused ad- 
mittance to hig room. The chief took this 
as à personal affront. 

Another thing that tried his temper was 
the trial of his two investigators, Detectiver 
Carrol and McNamara before Justice Roth 
on the charge of false arrest brought by 
Mre. Wilkinson. 


Statement by the Chief. 

By evening the chief was wrathy. He 1 
sued this statement to the public: 

We are prepared to go to trial in the 
Lavin case tomorrow. I am entirely satis- 
fied with my investigation of the charges 
and may without any hesitation say that 
the evidence we shall produce before the 
civil service commission will satisfy every 
citizen of Chicago that the discharge of Mr. 
Lavin ia necessary for the good of the serv- 
ice, 

“The rumors circulated that undue in- 
fluence has been used by Mr. Comerford and 
myself to obtain affidavits will be nailed asa 
lie. 

“ Again I repeat that I have no personal 
feeling in the matter. I am not ectuated by 
any ill feeling or malice toward any one. I 
ask the press to report the facts fairly as 
testified to at the trial, so that the aten 
and taxpayers of Chicago will know the whole 
truth. The press, I think, will do this in jus- 
tice to the people, the public, and the police 
department.” 

Barred Out by Sheahan.

DANGLING IN ALPINE CLEFT, 
: CLIMBER BEGS “LET ME DIE.” 


Latest Tragedy of Alluring Peaks 
Costs Life of Italian Enthusiast— 
Three Others Escape as by Miracle. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

ST. MICHEL DE MAURIENNE, Sept. 12. 
Four Alpine climbers, while returning from 
an ascent of L’'Aiguilles d’Arves Sunday 
evening, were swept by an avalanche of 
stones upon a glacier fifty feet below. The 
first to recover consciousness, a man named 
Maige, found two of his companions lying se- 
riously injured on the edge of a crevasse of 
unknown depth, in which the fourth climber, 
M. Questo, a well known Italian writer and 
climber, was dangling by the rope with which 
the party had been linked together. The ac- 
cidental wedging of this rope in a cleft alone 
saved all the men from falling into the cre- 
vasse. 

Questo, who had not lost consciousness, 
shouted: - 

My arms and legs are broken. I am suf- 
fering horribly. Cut the rope and let me die. 

Maige vainly tried to haul him up, and, find- 
ing the others helpless, he secured the rope 
and started to obtain aid. 

It was nine hours before he returned with 
helpers. The rope had not broken and Questo 
was found still swinging from it, but he was 
unconscious and died soon after being res- 
cued.

The 
steamship, however, touched at Tangier 
this morning through the courtesy of the 
Hamburg-American company at the request 
of the state department at Washington. 

Arranged by Wireless. 

The state department communicated the re- 
quest through the American consul at Ham- 
burg last Saturday. The request was imme- 
diately honored and instructions accordingly 
cabled tb the Pring Adalbert at Naples. 

The steamship, however, hed sailed before 
the instructions from Hamburg arrived and 
was out in the bay of Naples. 

The instructions therefore were sent to 
the captain of the Prinz Adalbert by wireless 
telegraph, and the captain acknowledged the 
receipt of the instructions in the same man- 


ner. 
Sensation at 

The arrival of the Prinz Adalbert in the 
harbor here naturally caused a great sensa- 
tion among the natives, as this is only the 
second time a great transatlantic liner has 
put in here, 

The Pring Adalbert reached Tangier at 6 
o'clock. In an hour Stensland was on board 
and the steamship had left port. 

Stensland declared he was happier than at 
any moment since he boarded the train at the 
Lake Shore depot in Chicago last July to

NEW POSTOFFICE CRACKING; 
SETTLING OPENS FISSURES. 


Blocks of Granite Part and Tilt Out of 
Place and Cement Crumbles Around 
Adams Street Tunnel Entrance. 


Chicago's new postoffice building is crack- 
ting. Fissures are beginning to appear in. 
some of the masonry on the Adams street 
side of the building, which, it is believed, is 
settling. 

On each side of the horse and wagon tun- 
nel entranceon Adams street are large blocks 
of granite built out from the foundation. 
Part of this buttress is anchored to the side- 
walk foundation. The top stone of each of 
the buttresses, weighing a ton each, has been 
tilted upward about half an inch, the cement 
joining the stones having crumbled away. 

The movement of these two large stones 
bas crushed their foundation down. These 
stones, above the ground, at least, were 
parted in some places almost an inch yester- 
day. At the east side of the entrance one 
of the stones has been pulled in almost an 
inch from ite former place by the settling 
of the building. The cement between the 
stones that have parted is rapidly crumbling 
away, making the fissures appear even worse 


than they are.

“ Attorney General Stead proposed that a 
joint receiver be appointed to represent the 
state authorities in conjunction with Re- 
ceiver Fetzer.“ said an attorney who claimed 
to be well informed.

It is further declared that Attorney General 
Stead, when he proposed this plan, suggest- 
ed Julius F. Smietanka for the position of 
joint recetver. Thie plan was opposed by 
Receiver Fetger’s representatives and even- 
tually abandoned by the attorney general, 
who advised Auditor McCullough not to in- 
tervene in the matter. 

While the attorney general sets up that 
he is acting on behalf of 12,000 depositors, 
counter charges are made that his new in- 
terest In the proceedings is to be traced to 
political sources. Testimony will be pre- 
sented to the court in an effort to prove that 
the committee which requested the auditor 
to intervene does not represent 12,000 de- 
positors. It is declared the combined ac- 
counts of the depositors really represented 
by the committee total only $3,400.

| This reform is accomplished by the national 
law, but it still is the law in Uimols to arrest 
and fine the grocer upon whose shelves is 
found impure goods, while the manufacturer 
who palmed them off on him often escapes 
without so much as a es of reputation.

Wants tate Laws Revised. 

After a long fight a pure food law has 
been passed by congress that meets the re- 
quirements of the case much better than our 
state law,” said Secretary Peterson of the as- 
sociation. “ But if we are to get the mast good 
from it here in Illinois our state laws must 
be overhauled. 

“As it stands today, the Illinois law is 
worse than useless. It provides for the pun- 
ishment of the one person who has nothing 
to do with the purity of the product—the re- 
taller. The manufacturer gets off free, al- 
though he is responsible for his goods. He 
is caught only when the state officers descend 
on him in the act of making the sale. 

'" Grocers buy on the word of the repre- 
sentatives of the makers. If these salesmen 
say a certain brand of canned stuff is pure, 
the merchants are likely to take their word. 
These retailers cannot afford to have chem- 
ical examinations made of each batch of 
canned or bottled stuff they get. Then along 
comes the state food inspector. He takes 
samples of the goods and finde one biand 
adulterated or impure. 


Retailer Gets All Blame. 

The grocer is fined and the facts are pub- 
Hsbed in the newspapers, the publicity mak- 
ing it appear the retailer is to blame. It is 
true the manufacturers bear their share of 
the legal expense. They stand back of their 
goods and, when anything is condemned, they 
refund the purchase money as well as put- 
ting up the money for the fine. 

But the maker always denies that his 
goods were impure and refuses to assume the 
onus of the disgrace. This falls on the re- 
taller and thus he alone is the permanent 
sufferer. ' 

Perhaps a new state law is unnecessary 
if the national measure is to be enforced. It 
is certain, however, that if we are to have 
a state law at all it should be made to pro- 
tect the home merchant against imposition 
from manufacturers out of the state. 

Therefore any substitute laws should find 
some way to protect the Illinois retailers who 
have bought goods from concerns outside 
the state.“

WHO HAS DESERTED HIM. 


Clarence Tomlinson Morse Says She Has 
Taken Their Two Sons to Durope and 
Refuses to Return.

Clarence Tomlinson Morse, a well known 
lawyer, with an office in the Marquette buiid- 
ing, was divorced yesterday afternoon by 
Judge Carpenter from Mrs. Elizabeth W. 
Morse, who has a large estate in her own 
name. Against the wishes of her husband 
Mrs. Morse fis said to have fled to Switzer- 
land with their two sons, 16 and 15 years of 
age. 

Mr. Morse told the court he and Mrs. Morse 
were married in London, England, April 17, 
1889, coming immediately to the United 
States. They lived in Kenilworth until Janu- 
ary, 1904.

“ She told me,“ said he, that in her opin- 
ion we could not agree. From that time until 
the following June we occupied separate 
apartments and never spoke to each other 
except on the subject of the boys.

In between his numerous crusades Building

He refused to give out the man’s name, but 
intimated that some suspicious things would 
have to be explained away today or charges 
would be made to the civil service board. 
The commissioner saye he found one enter- 
prising north sider had been permitted to 
erect a frame addition to his house under a 
permit taken out for reshingling. Bartsen 
wants “ to know where the inspector was.” 

“Some of these men are not doing their 
work straight,” said the commissioner, “ and 
I am personally investigating their districts. 
Of course, mistakes will happen, and I make 
a certain allowance for them, but some of the 
violations which I have found do not come 
under that head.“ 


School Board Given Censure. 


The commissioner paid his respects to the 
school board for its neglect of the city ordi- 
nances in the erection of school buildings. 
Several days ago it was planned to have the 
principals examine their own schools and 
report violations. Commissioner Bartzen 
withdrew the offer with the assertion that 
the board could not be trusted to do this prop- 
erly. 

Several years ago the board promised to 
make a thorough examination of every 
schoolhouse and see that it fully complied 
with the law,“ said the commissioner. * The 
department relied upon them to do this, but 
the reliance was misplaced. Now we Shall 
do the work ourselves.“ 

The board was notified of violations in the 
McCosh school, Sixty-sixth street and Cham- 
plain avenue, and in the J. N. Thorp school, 
Ninety-ninth street and Superior avenue. 
The Immaculate Conception school, 8741 Ex- 
change avenue, had insufficient stairways. 


Mayor Favors Model Tenements. 

The model tenement campaign reported 
progress.“ Mayor Dunne was invited to join 
and expressed his willingness. He may ask 
Corporation, Counsel Lewis to look after the 
legal details in the formation of a stock com- 
pany to push the project.

VOLIVA WARNS OF CRISIS 
IN THE FINANCES OF ZION. 


Urges All Resident Creditors to Refund 
Claims So Outside Debts and Under- 
lying Mortgages Can Be Paid. 


Fearing foreclosure of the underlying mort- 
gages on the lands of Zion City, Overseer 
Voliva yesterday began an attempt to induce 
the resident creditors to refund their claims, 
hoping then to be able to borrow sufficient 
money to pay the underlying mortgages. 

His action was precipitated by rumors of 
foreclosure following the publication of Re- 
ceiver Hately’s report. 

Voliva’s refunding plan was explained at 
a public meeting several months ago and al- 
ready holders of nearly $1,250,000 of claims 
have agreed to accept it. The refunding se- 
curities will consist of debenture bonds, re- 
deemable in fifteen years and bearing inter- 
est only so far as it can be paid from the 
profits of the business enterprises of the city. 

Voliva during the day issued a letter which 
is in part as follows: 

Nearly all the lands and buildings are 
covered by first mortgages and under present 
conditions they cannot be paid and fore- 
closures are threatened. It is vitally neces- 
sary that all the claims of investors should 
be gathered together and embraced in one 
simple paper so that the church may be able 
to borrow sufficient money to pay pressing 
depts to the outside world. Unless this is 
done and done quickly all investors will be 
sadly disappointed. The church has under- 
taken to refund its indebtedness by issuing 
refunding bonds in the place of the contracts 
and so-called bonds, now held by investors. 

“ Uniess the $5,000,000 owing to our own 
people is gathered together and put in the 
form of refunding bonds it will be impossible 
to borrow a dollar for any purpose, and thus 
you will see how important is immediate ac- 
tion on the part of every investor.“ 

Receiver Hately spoke encouragingly of the 
situation. ‘“‘ There is no immediate danger 
of bankruptcy proceedings, he sald. “ All 
but about $700,000 of the claims against the 
estate are held by residents of Zion City and 
the outside creditors are secured. 

The Zion City industries if properly man- 
aged would prove wealth producers and 
there is no reason why the city should not 
pay off all its indebtedneas in time.“

Boatman offered a unique explanation for 
her remarkable absence. 

“TIT went to the home of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Hekter, 1350 West Thirty-third street,’’ she 
said. ‘‘I am going to marry Mr. Ellis and

bers of my family. I went away partly to 
see if that would not straighten the matter 
out.” 


Boatman immediately after she was found 
instead of in November, as originally 
planned. He at er time feared she had 
been kidnaped. lyde Boatman accused 
Ellis of knowing of his mother’s whereabouts. 


Goes to Keep Appointment. 

When Mrs. Boatman went away she told 
her daughter, Mrs. E. Hayes, she was going 
to keep an appointment and might de out 
late. It was nat until the next morningthat 
she was missed. bi 

Conduttor James Brown of the Fifty-ninth 
street electric car Line added some mystery 
to the disappearance of Mrs. Boatman. He 
said she boarded his car in the afternoon at 
Fifty-ninth street and Ashland avenue. At 
the same time he says a shabbily dressed 
man got on the car, occupying a seat where 
he could see the woman and not be geen by 
her. a 

At Ellis’ house it developed that the court - 
ship between the two had been carried on 
clandestinely for some months. Ellis denied 
that he knew where Mrs. Boatman was, but 
said he expected a message from her at any 
time. 

If she is dead or insane it is those chil- 
dren who have driven her to it,“ he declared. 
before the woman returned. I don’t know 
where she may be, but Ill warrant 1 
hear from her soon and we'll be mar- 
ried before November now. As for that 
son of hers, he'd better not come prowling 
around here. I've taken about all off of him 
I'm going to. 

“He courted my daughter Beatrice for 
weeks, but—well, she didn’t care for him, I 
guess, cause she was married today to Bd 
Perkins.

This added to the antagonism of her children. 

One source of trouble in Mrs. Boatman's 
family was the marriage of her daughter, 
Mrs. Hayes, several weeks ago. The mother 
also objected seriously to the marriage of her 
son to Mabel Hickéy, daughter of a saloon- 
keeper at Sixtieth place and Halsted street. 
He eventually secured a divorce. 


LONG DELAYED COLD WAVE 
REACHES THE CITY AT1A.M. 


Temperature Falls to 70 Degrees—Se- 
vere Electrical Storm Before Noon 
Fails to Check Heat Then.

President McCormick was so encouraged 
over the interest aroused that he announced 
an additional offer of a $1,000,000 issue be- 
fore Jan. 1 in the event the present subserip- 
tion proves successful. 


Bonds Are Safe Investment. 


He issued this statement on the proposition: 
With the money market in its present 
condition the trustees of the sanitary district 
consider that par is a fair price to receive for 
be oe cent bonds they propose to issue on 

ct. 1. 

“Having determined to accept par, they 
deem it good policy to sell these bonds by pop- 
ular subscription so that the taxpayers who 
pay the taxes may have an equal opportunity 
to derive the benefit. The trustees are safe 
in saying that there ts no better investment 
to be had than sanitary district 4 per cent 
bonds. These bonds are desired in every 
market for their fullvalue. They are desired 
by all banks. They are accepted in all trusts 
and escrow. 

“The trustees deem them an especially 
good investment for people of limited for- 
tunes, inasmuch as they are readily salable 
and cannot depreciate in value.

Pittsburg’s 
worst divorce scandal entered ite leet phase. 

Hartje was indicted with his millionaire 
friend, John L. Welehons, and Clifford Hooe, 
a negro coachman, for conspiracy to blacken 
the reputation of hie wife, Mary Scott 
Hartje, in order to secure a divores. The 
suit for divorce brought by Hartje wae based 
on a deposition made by Hooe concerning 
his alleged relations with Mrs. Hartje while 
employed as her coachman. Immediately 
after making his statement to Hartje's law- 
vers the negro fled. 


leaked out in the early hearings of the divorce 
suit, caused such a sensation that Hartje’s 
counsel announced there was no intention 
to use this testimony in court and they were 
not reeponsibie for ite being made public. 


Negro Admits That He Lied. 


Mrs. Hartje’s attorneys then made a charge | 
of perjury against Hooe, and the pursuit of 
the negro began. He was traced to New 
York, Mont Claire, N. J., Baltimore, and 
Youngstown, O., where he was, arrested. 
When Hooe was brought back to Pitteburg 
he accused Hartje and Weishons and eaid he 
would tell the truth. Hooe declared Wel- 
shons sent for him and during a conversation 
suggested the story he told Hartje’s lawyers. 

Hooe said he was assured he might expect 
a large sum of money. After he made the 
statement, which was absolutely false, he 
was sent out of the city, being furnished 
money by Welshons. When detectives began 
to pursue him, he said, he notified Welshons 
and the latter visited him in Mont Claire and 
took him to Baltimore. Hooe wanted money 
to buy a saloon in Ohlo, but by that time, 
owing to popular indignation, Hooe’s evi- 
dence was abandoned, and as he was charged 
with perjury there seemed little likelihood he 
would venture back to Pitteburg. 


Brought Back to Confront Accuser. 

Mrs. Hartje’s attorney upset this theory by 
bringing Hooe back under arrest. During the 
divorcee trial, a decision in which is expected 
ma few days, Welshope, on the stand, ad- 
mitted talking to Hooe before he made his 
statement against Mrs. Hartje, and to visit- 
ing him at Mont Claire. Welshons denied 
that he secured the statement from Hooe in 
order to please Hartje, and secure a contract 
for furnishing hardware for a large building 
Hartje was erecting. 

Upon Hooe’s confession Hartje and Wel- 
shons are charged with conspiring with Hooe 
to ruin Mrs. Hartje’s reputation, and also 
with subornation of perjury. 
Welshons are out on bail. Hooe is in jail. 


OAK PARK CHURCH ACCEPTS 
RESIGNATION OF DR. STRONG, 


Resolutions Passed at Business Meeting 
Deplore Loss of Pastor, Who Makes 
Farewell Address to Congregation. 


| - #fter the Rev. Sidney Strong, for ten years 
pastor of the Second Congregational church 
‘at Oak Park, had delivered a farewell address 
to a congregation which filled every seat in 
the sanctuary, his resignation wae accepted 
at a special business meeting last night. Reso- 
lutions introduced by Paul Blatchford and 
praising the minister were read, and the res- 
ignation only was accepted after Dr. Strong 
had announced that he would not change 
his decision. At the conclusion of his ad- 
dress he left the church before the business 
session began. 

Dr. Strong said: “I am firm in the belief 
that it ie for the best interests of both the 
church and myself that I resign and for that 
reason, above others, I wish that my resigna- 
tion be accepted. 

Dr. Strong refused to discuss his future 
plans, saying he would make them known 
later. The business meeting was called to 
order a few minutes later by George B. Bills, 
who was elected chairman. 

The church destres to place itself on rec- 
ord that the resignation is a matter of deep 
regret to the members of the church and 
is accepted only in response to the urgent 
request of Dr. Strong and not of their voll- 
tion,’’ the resolutions stated. In losing Dr. 
Strong,” they continued, we should be un- 
true to ourselves and to the church did we 
not make mention of his incalculable value to 
the entire community as an organizer and 
leader, as a preacher and teacher, and pre- 
eminently as a man of spiritual life and 
power.” 

The resignation will take effect on Oct. 7.

BRYAN TAKES BACK TRAGK 


PEERLESS ONE HEDGES ON GOV- 
ERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 


In a Speech in Louisville He Tells 
- Kentuckians It Ie Only His Opinion 
‘and That the Idea May Not Appear 

in National Piatform—Watterson 
Buries Hatchet with Leader and 
Hopes Almighty God Will Give Him 
Wisdom. 


Louisyille, Ky., Sept. 12.—Henry Watterson 
met William Jennings Bryan and took him to 


“his bosom again here at the gateway to the 


southland today. Arm in arm, beaming on 
each other, they entered the armory tonight 
while 12,000 Kentuckians stretched their 
lungs in welcome, 

It was the climax to a day of noise In Louis- 
ville, which had not seen or heard Bryan 
for two years. And the little hatchet which 
Watterson was toying with a few days ago 
was nowhere in sight. 

The principal feature of Bryan's speech at 
he armory was a reiteration of the belief 
in the government ownership of railroads, 
coupled with a statement that perhaps it 
might not be incorporated in the next demo- 
cratic platform. 

“T stated in New Tork.“ he said, “ that I 
had reached the conclusion that railroads 
partake so much of the nature of a monopoly 
that they must ultimately become public 
property and be managed by public officials 
in the interests of the whole community.’ I 
added: ‘I do not know that the country is 
ready for this legislation. I do not know 
that the majority of my own party favors it, 
but I believe that an increasing number of 
the members of all parties see in public own- 
ership a sure remedy for discrimination be- 
tween persons and places and for the extor- 
tlonate rates for the oarrying of freight and 
passengers.’ 

Ownership Idea Just His Opinion. 

1 then proceeded to outline a system of 
public ownership whereby the advantages 
of public ownership might be secured to 
the people without the dangers of centralisza- 
tion. This system contemplates federal own- 
ership of the trunk lines only, and the owner- 
ship of local lines by the several states. 

„ have tried to make it clear that I 
expressed my own opinion, and I have never 
sought to compel the acceptance of my opin- 
fon by any one else. Reserving the right to 
do my thinking, I respect the right of every- 
one else to do his thinking. 

% have too much confidence in the inde- 
pendent thought in my own party to expect 
that any considerable number of democrats 
would acknowledge my right to do their 
thinking for them, even if I were undemo- 
cratic enough to assert such a right. 

“If you ask me whether the question of 
government ownership will be an issue in the 
campaign of 1908 I answer, I do not know. 
If you ask me whether it ought to be in the 
platform, I reply, I cannot tell until I know 
what the democratic voters think upon the 
subject.“ 

God Give Him Wisdom—Watterson. 


Mr. Bryan was welcomed to Kentucky by 
his whilom opponent, Henry Watterson, who 
presided over the meeting. The other speak- 
ers preceding Mr, Bryan were Senator Car- 
mack of Tennessee, representing the south, 
and Senator W. J. Stone of Missouri, who 
introduced Mr. Bryan. 

When Mr. Bryan entered the hall leaning 
on the arm of Mm Watterson there was a 
demonstration that lasted ten minutes, thou- 
sands of flags being waved in unison with the 
surges of cheers that swept over the throng. 

As soon ag tue noise had subsided Mr. Wat- 
terson began his address of welcome, in 
which he spoke of Mr. Bryan as follows: 

“T recognise as our chieftain in this ap- 
proaching conflict Willlam Jennings Bryan 
of Nebraska. The appeal to the moral na- 
ture of the people, which he has made, I 
was making when he was a boy. He grew 
to manhood under my teaching. If at times 
I have raised the warning finger of the 
schoolmaster—even threatened the rod—he 
was big enough and old enough and good 
looking enough to stand it and to survive 
it, and hades thrived in spite of it—maybe by 
reason of it, and, in ary event, has quite out- 
grown it. I, too, have lived and learned 
apace; and one of the things I have learned 
has been to look more to the objective point 
and less to noneseentials. 

Mr. Watterson’s speech touched off the 
pent up enthusiasm almost at the start, and 
when at the close he pointed to Mr, Bryan 
and said: “ Here he is, God bless him and 
give him wisdom,” the audience yelled for 
five minutes. Mr. Watterson finally com- 
manded silence long enough to introduce 
Senator Carmack of nessee. He was fol- 
lowed by Senater W. J. Stone of Missouri, 
who introduced Mr. Bryan. 


Go Wild Over Hearst. 

The reception given Hearst by 1,600 odd 
shouters when he appeared at the psycholog- 
ical moment was wildly enthusiastic. The 
convention roared, yelled, marched, counter- 
marched, sang, and nearly lifted the roof 
with salvos of * Hearst, Hearst, William 
Randolph Hearst!’’ 


Editor Pale but Undaunted. 

Judge Seabury named four delegates to 
bring Hearst into the convention hall. He 
was waiting outside. Hearst was pale and 
evidently well worked up when he walked 
into the hall and made his way down the 
center aisle. Everybody who could grab a 
flag waved it and yelled. For thirty-three 
minutes Hearst stood and waited while the 
delegates whooped it up. 

Judge Seabury said a few words and pat- 
ted Hearst on the back. Then the candidate 
for governor made a speech. He said: 

My friends, I will reply to the nomine- 
tion with which you have honored me in « 
formal letter. I will only say a brief word 
now. I congratulate this convention on its 
splendid work. 

“Tam proud to run on this platform. Iam 
devoted heart and soul to the principles ex- 
pressed in it. 

“TI have said that my program is not so- 
Gialism or radicalism or an extreme of any 
kind. It is simply Americanism. If this 
platform is not Americanism, then common 
honesty no longer is a measure of American 
morals. If this platform is not American- 
ism, then a free ballot and a fair count no 
longer is the basis of our American govern- 
ment, If this platform is not Americanigm, 
then independence, equality, and opportuni- 
ty have ceased to be American ideals. 


Strikes at Defamers. 

„Because we have received considerately 
and courteously a memorial from sympathet- 
ic democrata certain hostile agencies have 
cried ‘deal.’ All the deal that is contem- 
plated is expressed in the platform. 

„ We promise an honest administration, 
we promise an honest enforcement of the 
laws, we promise to sweep from the public 
payroll servants of private interests; we 
promise nominations that are not bossed, 
elections that are not bought. We ask in 
return the honorable support of all honest 


men, 

It that is a deal, it is a square deal. 

The enthusiasm broke out again as Hearst 
ended his speech, but as most of the gallery 
roters were winded the noise quieted quickly. 

Soon the convention was completely broken 
up. Nobody could be found who had heard 
the chairman announce adjournment. Sev- 
eral delegates with resolutions to introduce 
were hopping mad. They said the whole 
thing was a cleverly played game to prevent 
the convention from pledging the nominees 
not to withdraw later in favor of any fusion 
with democrats. 


Think Anti-Fusion Unwise. 

After the convention Hearst Leaders Ihm 
gen, Shearn, and others admitted the nomina- 
tions by the convention were purely senti- 
mental. Ihmsen announced the league would 
set about immediately obteining the 5,000 
names necessary to give the new party legal 
standing. 

The leaders declared they had no further 
idea of making a dicker with the regular 
democratic convention. But they insisted 


it would have been much wiser if the conven- 


tion had agreed to do business with the Buf- 
falo gathering. 

During the rush to the convention about 
7:80 o'clock, while hundreds were crowding 
into the hall, Theodore B. Mills of 208 East 
Thirty-fifth street, a delegate from the Four- 
teenth assembly district, who had stepped 
outside for a moment, fell dead in front of the 
main entrance. Apoplexy was the cause.

RAILROAD ACCOMMODATIONS. 

It is not uncommon to see trains leave a 
termina! station with more passengers on 
There is no ex- 
euse for this. A sudden and ubexpected in- 
fax of passengers at a way station might 
crowd a train without the railway company 
being at fault, but at the station where the 
train is made up there are always other cars 
which might be added. Admitting that the 
practice is wrong, is there any remedy? 
Three Connecticut men have just learned 
what is not a legal remedy. 

A. former governor, the president of De 
state business men's association, and a New 
Haven lawyer entered a crowded train in 
New York City, and finding no seat refused 
to pay fare. Out of the resulting dispute 
between the three passengers and the rail- 
way employés has come a formulation of the 
law by the attorney for the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad. This state- 
ment of the law has not the force of a 
judicial decision, but seems to have been 
accepted as correct by the disputants. Tt is 
briefly that a passenger bas à right to a 
seat, but not to a seat on any particular 
train. If the train by which he wishes to 
go has no seats available he has the privi- 
lege of waiting for the next train, but if he 
remains on the train on which he knows 
there are no seats he cannot be excused from 
paying fare, and cannot claim any offset on 
account of the discomfort to which he has 
wittingly exposed himself. In fact he is 
an intruder there and should be grateful 
to the railway company for allowing him 
to remain on the train. 

His proper course of action 10 indicated. 
He should wait for u train on which there 
is room.” If the consequent delay causes 
aim any actual loss of money he can sue the 
company for damages. It is not necessary 
to point out that this is a slow and expen- 
sive , and that no one is likely to 
wait for a train on which there is a seat 
t he knows that he will suffer financial loss 
The chance of recovery from 
the railway company is too remote. 

Under existing laws there appears to be 
mo adequate remedy in the state of New 
York for extortion by a railway company 
when it takes the form of a refusal to fur- 
nish sufficient cars. To judge from the prac- 
tice of most railways running out of Chicago, 
there is no law against overcrowding in this 
state of which the companies have any 
fear. There ought to be. When a train 
leaving at the same hour every day is usua!- 
ly overcrowded the company should make 
provision for the usual number. Extraor- 
dinury conditions may usually be foreseen. 
To tell a passenger he may wait for the 
text train is to add ‘insult to injury. To 
tell him to sue the company if he feels 
Segrieved is to ta unt him. While the rail- 
ronds are being regulated here is something 
which needs regulating. 3 


-FORAKER’S MOCK INDEPENDENCE. 
Tun Triscune would attach more impor- 
tauce to Senator Foraker’s valiant declara- 
tion of independence if it were not so strict- 
ly limited in its operation?

8 
more important object of this move will be 
the anxiety by each one of the foreign powers 
concerned to prevent the others from gaining 
any advantage by the landing of armed 
forces or the seigure of strategical points 
from which it would be difficult subsequently 
to dislodge them. 

— * 

That disturbances will ensue on the death 
of the sultan is inevitable, in view of the 
complications that are certain to arise in 
connection with the succession to his throne. 
It is no secret that he is bent upon bequeath- 
ing his scepter to his favorite son, Prince 
Burhaneddin, and there is every reason to 
believe the stories current to the effect that 
he has secured the support of the sheikh-ul- 
Islam—the principal ecclesiastical and judi- 
cial dignitary of the Ottoman empire—and 
of a number of the leading Turkish states- 
men to the project. That the latter can be 
executed without bloodshed is wellnſg im- 
possible. For Burhaneddin’s accession 
would entail the exclusion from the succes- 
sion of no less than twelve other princes, 
some of them his own elder brothers, and all 
of whose rights are prior to his own. 

According to koranic requirements and 
to Ottoman law the heir apparent is the eld- 
est surviving son or grandson of any one 
sultan—that is to say, not necessarily the 
offspring of the reigning padishah—and thus 
it happens that the heir apparent is usually 
the latter’s younger brother or his nephew. 
Thanks to this rule, the prince who now 
stands next in the line of succession is 
Reschad Effendi, a younger brother of the 
present sultan, and who ts stated to have 
lately resigned his rights to the throne in 
consequence of his suffering from acute dia- 
betes.” Next to Reschad comes young Prince 
Ahmed Youssouf, son of 


present ruler. Then comes another younger 
brother of the present sultan—namely: Sull- 
man Effendi, then two other sons of the late 
Sultan. Abdul Assiz, then a couple of sons of 
the late Sultan Murad, and several elder 
sons of the present sultan. 

+ 

Now, with the exception. of Prince Bur- 
haneddin, none of the princes. just named 
as being in the line of succession enjoys any 
liberty whatsoever. They are, to all in- 
tents and purposes, prisoners of state, re- 
ceive scant pecuniary allowances, irregular- 
ly paid, and are not allowed to leave the 
houses and grounds to which they are con- 
fined without the express permission of the 
sultan. Sentries are posted at their gates, 
and many men have been exiled for attempt- 
ing to gain access to them. .Occasionally 
Prince Selim, the eldest son of the sultan, is 
permitted to drive outside the confines of 
his park, but always in a closed carriage, at 
a foot’s pace, and rigorously guarded by an 
armed escort, mounted and on foot. None 
of these princes has ever been seen in Pera, 
the foreign quarter of the city, during the 
present reign. But Prince Burhaneddin is 
often there. It is he who invariably accom- 
panies his father to and from the mosque 
on Fridays. He alone of the members of 
the imperial family attends the state ban- 
quets given by the sultan, and he is a fre- 
quent visitor to the German embassy, where 
he plays duets with the elderly but won- 
Gerfully gifted ambassadress.

That the sultan relies upon the support of 
the kaiser and his embassy in securing the 
succession to the throne for Prince Bur- 
haneddin is generally known. But it is a 
question whether the other nations, such as 
Great Britain and France, would be willing 
to approve of this young prince’s succession 
at the expense of the lawful heirs, and there 
is reason to believe that these two great 
powers, and Italy, it is said, as well, are 
disposed to favor Prince Ahmed YouSsouf, 
who, as I have mentioned above, is the eldest 
son of the late Sultan Abdul Assiz, and 
stands second in the line of succession. -He 
has many warm adherents, and I hear on 
good authority that two of the most power- 
ful, of the most unscrupulous, and at the 
same time of the wealthiest of the palace 
gang—namely: the universally dreaded Izzet 
Pasha el Arab and Nedjib Pasha—have de- 
cided to throw in their lot with Ahmed Yous- 
souf. It is necessary to bear this in mind, in 
view of the fact that the succession to the 
throne will be determined less by foreign in- 
tervention than by a palace revolution, 
which is certain to be of a sanguinary char- 
pcter. It is possible to form some idea as to 
how sanguinary it will be by, the descrip- 
tions which have lately been published in 
these letters and elsewhere of the bloody 
feud between several of the palace digni- 
taries which resulted in about a dozen mur- 
ders of the most daring description—r.ur- 
ders which have remained up to the present 
time unpunished: by law. 

Izzet Pasha el Arab and Nedjib Pasha are 
men who recoil at nothing, and should they 
become ‘aware that the sultan suspected 
their loyalty and believed that they were 
harboring designs of promoting the succes- 
sion. of Prince Youssouf they would not 
hesitate for one moment to murder the padi- 
shah in order to save their own lives. The 
privileges which they enjoy as trusted mem- 
bers of his entourage. would render the per- 
petration of such a crime a matter of but 
little difficulty for them or for their myrmi- 
‘dons, 


It hardly would ae wr worth while referring 
here to the story of the claim of George 
Hollanby Druce to the dukedom of Portland 
and to the vast estates left by the late duke 
were it not for the fact that Druce’s lawyers 
have just made a new move in the case by 
serving a writ upon young Lord Howard de 
Walden and on the trustees of the late duke’s 
estates in Middlesex in a suit in which the 
plaintiff.asks for a judicial declaration that 
he, as tenant in tall male, is entitled to the 
estates, and in which he further asks for an 
order for the accounting of all rents received 
since the dedth of the late duke. That is to 
say, he now sues: for the estates instead of 
for the dukedom, as heretofore. By suing 
for the estates he can secure a speedy trial, 
and if he established his right to the estates 
~whieh he could only accomplish by proving 
that old Druce, the proprietor of the Baker 
street ‘bazaar, and the late duke of Port- 
land were one and the same person—then 
he would, ipso facto, establish his right to 
the dukedom of Portland, created by King 
William III. 

The effect of this move will be that the 
question of the Druce claim will now be de- 
termined once and for all time by a court 
of law, that its fallacy will be definitely 
demonstrated, and that Druce and his 
friends will be prevented from making any 
further use of his ridiculous pretensions to 
extort money from eredulous persons blessed 
with more means than brains. — 

How Lord Howard de Walden comes to be 
mixed up in the affair is because, when the 
late duke died childless, he left about half 
his property and almost all his real estate 
in London to his aged sister; the late Lady 
Howard de Walden, from whom it was in- 
herited by her grandson, the present Lord 
Howard de Walden.

SWEET SINGERS OF THE WOODS. 


BY CORA ROCHE HOWLAND. 


Where our camp is, buried in the forest, 
and rarely visited, even the warblers, shyest 
of the wood birds, have not learned to fear 
the sight q human beings. There is a friend- 
ly thrush which lives within a stone’s throw 
from our log house that comes close up to 
me when I sit writing underneath the shelter 
of a big spruce. And the alder marsh, that 
grows below our camp, following eur brook 
along, is full of little birds, marsh sparrows, 
and different kinds of fly catchers, and a 
couple of red crossbills that nest in an old 
dead tree. 

You need but walk a little way, into the 
deep woods, where the taller timber stands, 
losing out the light of noon-—by nature’s 
well perfected plan—and stay there quietly 
awhile with face uplifted and you will see 
the prettiest of the warblers of the wood. 

— 

Except to one who understands bird life, 
and reads it Hke an interesting book, it 
means nothing at all to hear that I] have seen 
the Canadian warbler, the parula, and the 
one called after the magnolia bush, the black 
throated green warbler, and the pine warbler 
which looks so much like the yellow throated 
bird. 

But to him who knows these feathered 
beauties and their songs, their names alone 
suggest a harmony of sound and color. 

At this particular season you labor under 
one great disadvantage in studying the birds. 
It is always difficult to recognize the female 
of a species, and when to the number of 
these is added that of immature birds, whose 
plumage has not yet assumed its character- 
istic hues, it is harder than ever to nameand 
classify. 

To offset this, however, one gains a great 
advantage from the time of year, for now the 
birds are traveling in flocks, and it is possi- 
ble to see all ages. of a species in a group 
together.

The forest warblers all possess the same 
attraction of being exquisitely small. There 
are some among them which are no larger 
than your Httle finger, and few of them 
measure; from beak to tip of tall, a length as 
great as that of the middle finger of an ordi- 
nary adult hand. It is their dainty size which 
chiefly lures us, now that their sweeter calis 
are silent, to wait In wood and meadow to 
ses and name them as they flit lightly by. 

They are so little that you cannot see them 
well without a glass. And even with one you 
cannot always-tel] what kind they are, they 
are so high above you. There are certain 
kinds of birds, of course, which you can 
easily identify because of some distinctive 
trait. You can always tell a fly catcher by 
the way it whigzzes out of covert after its 
prey, and then comes back again as swiftly 
to its former perch. The wood peewee you 
know by its plaintive downward note, ard the 
pheebe bird, which sings, instead, a cheerful 
upward song, is also recognized with ease. 
You distinguish a woodpecker from a nut- 
hatch, both of which tap the bark of trees 
for food, by the way that the former backs 
down a tree, while the latter goes head first 
whether marching up or down, 

There is, indeed, far more in the forest 
than the trees. The birds are part of it, and 
the bees, too, the humus that forms the floor 
of it, its canopled roof of leaves, and many 
other things beside. But best of all within it 
are the singing birds. 


A RESUME OF CANCER RESEARCH. 
From the Medical Record.} 

William Seaman Bainbridge states that 
cancer occurs with the same essential char- 
acteristics throughout the vertebrate crea- 
tion. There is a variety of conflicting evi- 
dence in reference to the influence of diet on 
the development of cancer. However, cancer 
is comparatively rare in hot countries, espe- 
clally in those whose inhabitants § subsist 
largely on vegetable diet. With certain cx- 
ceptions it seems to be prevalent where 
animal diet is mostly consumed. 

Black races are remarkably immune from 
cancer, yellow races are more prone to it. 
while the white races are the most suscepti- 
ble. It occurs when the tissues are under- 
going retrograde metamorphosis. Cancer is 
undoubtedly on the increase. The principal 
increase involves the alimentary tract. There 
are certain districts called cancer belts.” 
Such areas are usually low lying and damp. 

Women are attacked by cancer far earlier 

and more often than men, Much recent ex- 
perimental work points to the cell as the 
essential element in the development of can- 
cer. Tue parasitic theory is discredited by 
the Harvard commission. The report of the 
imperial cancer research fund destroys all 
known theories of the origin of cancer, but 
proposes no new theory. Surgical treatment 
has been established on a firmer basis than 


ever before.

„There ts no improvement to note in this 
market.“ Says F. Lenders & Co. of London. 
The arrivals of white wheat off coast have 


deen practically cleared, but only at the ex- 


pense of values which have suffered a fur- 
ther decline. The wheat crop in this country, 
although rather below that of last year, is 
still fairly large and of good quality, and 
is @ factor In the situation to be seriously 
reckoned with. Russia has had a prolonged 
spell of fine weather, and advices from the 
staports are to the effect that this has been 
reflected in more ÜUberal arrivals and a de- 
cided improvement in quality and condition. 
The latest samples of Russian wheat which 
have arrived here and which are called 
poor, are said to show a fair proportion of 
good milling wheat. The bulk of the Danu- 
bian shipments will find a destination on the 
continent, the quality this year being unsuit- 
able to British requirements. There un- 
doubtedly will be a good demand from Eu- 
rope for high grade wheats, in order to keep 
up the high standard of flour, which Euro- 
Peans now demand and are prepared to pay 
tor, and in this factor, and other phases of 
the situation, we find the probability of 
steady markets, and we consider the present 
level of values fairly safe.“ 


A continued good demand for the better 
grades of wheat from chicken feed dealers 
in a moderate way was about the only feat- 
ure of the cash wheat market. Prices were 
relatively unchanged. Sales were confined 
to few scattered car lots.

This week 
the output will be much larger, as most of 
the mills will be in operation. The present 
outlook is for the week’s output to approx- 
imate 360,000 bris. Volume of business done 
in flour last week was irregular. Some mills 
experienced reduced sales, while others dis- 
posed of the largest quantity of flour in a 
long time. The medium sized mills reported 
a quiet trade, though increasing their sales.

FRISCO BANK RUN STILL ON, 


Withdrawal of Funds from Hibernia 
Attributed to Disgruntled In- 
surance Agents. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 12.—The uneasi- 
ness among the more timid depositors of the 
Hibernia Savings bank continued today, and 
when the bank opened its doors for business 
there was a long line of people walting to 
withdraw their deposits. 

As on yesterday, the bank waived the re- 
quired notice of thirty days and paid all 
orders on demand. The bank has seemingly 
plenty of coin on hand to pay in full many 
times the amount represented by the lined up 
depositors. The state banking department 
says the Institution is absolutely sound. 

The cause of the run is still obscure. One 
theory that finds favor is that the uneasi- 
ness has been created by disgruntled agents 
of an insurance company which had been 
broadly advertised by attorneys for the bank 
for repudiating just claims for losses. No 
other banks are affected by the run.
